When Harry Wragg

chester, someone remarked to him 
on returning to seale victorious for 
the third time “You've done the hat 
trick again.” A prominent owner 
heard this and asked What does 
the term ‘hat trick’ really mean? 
At first no one was able to answer 
the question beyond that it signifie 
three successive winner Later I 
was appealed to and wa able to 
throw some light on what is a com- 
mon expression on the Turf, though 
actually borrowed from cricket ter- 
minology. In the old day taking 
three wickets with three consecut 
ive balls entitled the bowle1 to a 
new hat at the expense of the club 
This topic brought us to another 
at Manchester where a bet of £100 
was laid that no owner has ever won 
all the races on the card at a flat 
race meeting extending over one 
day. There have been a number of 
instances of a jockey riding every 
winner during an afternoon's sport 
In the early days of this century for 
instance | Saw the still living 
George M’Call ride the winner of 
every race at Beverley, but I only 
know of one case, of a single owner 
winning every event at a two, three 
or four day flat race fixture, or in

Club Rule The isolated instance 
was also at Beverley and occurred 
during the last four days in May 
1800. It sound les remarkable 
when jt i tated that there was (as 
usual in those days) only one event 
each day.

The 
sportsman who carried off all the 
stake money at Beverley during 
four day’ racing was Mr. Gilbert 
Crompton, at least the horses ran 
in his name.

road. “Did you see anything of 
hounds?’’ asked Mr. Kerr. I shook 
my head. Just then a groom gallop- 
ed up to announce that hounds were 
running on Hunting Hill. In one 
minute the meadow was empty and 
the whole field was hieing its way 
up the road. When we reached 
Gradyville we saw Quigley, hounds, 
and a couple of riders trotting sere- 
nely along in the distance. On the 
Way over, it seems, a fox sprang up 
in front of hounds, The result, not 
only a run on Hunting Hill but a 
kill. Jo Wall proudly displayed a 
wide, red brush. 


We started out officially, there- 
fore, at a quarter past ten from 
Gradyville. The day was warmish 
with a soft bit of south wind, not 
too much, now and then fanning our 
faces. The sky was overcast with 
only occasional flickerings of sun- 
shine. Though it was dry underfoot, 
the air felt damp and smelled of 
coming rain. “Good scenting day," 
Marion Peak sniffed the air. “Don’t 
talk about it,” Christine Hannum 
looked around uneasily, ‘‘or we'll 
jinx ourselves!”’ 

But we didn’t jinx ourselves! For 
only a moment later hounds began 
tracking in the Street Road Barrens 
and were tonguing in full chorus by 
the time we viewed the fox footing 
it lightly across Mr. Smedley’s clov- 
er field. Evidently the same running 
fox that led us into Radnor two 
weeks ago and gave us a good run 
last week. He is a stout old cam- 
paigner that enjoys leading hounds 
on for the sport of out-witting them 

if he can! He piloted through 
Jack-Jacks across the West Chester 
Pike into Radnor country. Instead 
of continuing on a right turn as he 
did two weeks ago, he turned left 
and, going up country, crossed back 
into Rose Tree at Manley Station. 
Through the McDaniel and Supplee 
Farms he led into Lawton'’s where 
he turned right and sped _ north 
through West Town School proper- 
ty. Ducking back through the West 
Town orchards, he led on through 
Manley’s and McDaniel’s. On a short 
left in an open field hounds’ over 
ran the line and checked, It was as 
well, for Quigley and Crossan had 
to stop to pull Envy, a tri-colored 
bitch, out of wire—she was telling 
the world of her trouble in a rising 
erescendo of woe. Hounds, picking 
up the line, turned left through the 
West Town orchards across’ Mill 
Town Road into Tapper’s. AS we had 
heen galloping on for close to two 
hours and a half, horses and riders 
were ready to cry “Enough!”’ Mr 
Kerr, therefore, told Quigley to call 
it a day for hounds as well. I sup- 
pose the fox, serenely footing it to 
his hole, chuckled to himself! 


Tuesday in spite of wind and rain 

plenty of both!—hounds went out 
from the club at 1:30 with a tiny 
but undaunted field of three. In 
Mrs. Bodine’s meadow hounds un- 
covered our usual faithful fox that, 
after a swift circle through Dr. 
Hutchinson's, went to earth in Mr. 
Austin’s woods. Scent was good and 
hounds moving fast pressed him 
hard. Back of the Golf Course 
hounds jumped a fox and went away 
in such a mad burst of sound and 
speed that even Huntsman Quigley 
was left behind to shake his head 
and to wonder in utter bafflement 
as to the where and whither.

Quigley told me 
it was the first time in his long 
hunting experience that he had not 
even one faint glimmer as to the 
path of the flying hounds.

After a day with Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire in which a 
field of from 50 to 60 people, hunting upon invitation only, ride over grass,

This is not a criticism 
of the Cheshire Hounds. They reminded one of a well drilled football team 
as they drove after four foxes last Saturday, following scent through a 
northwest gale, and marking everyone to earth with a distinctness that left 
no doubt as to where each fox had gone.

American packs and it had a quality that is hard to equal in any pack. Many 
English hounds do lack the ability to hunt in America, but not these hounds 
and the reason is the facet that care in breeding has brought the nose and 
cry into these English hounds to enable them to hunt country for which they 
were not originally bred.

At Institute 


Eleven Packs Contest For 
Honors With David Sharp’s 
Treweryn Outstanding 


Beagle pack followers of the east 
from Massachusetts to North Caro- 
lina gathered at Institute Farm, 
Aldie, Va., on Thursday, November 
7, for the running of the Pack 
Stakes, which opened the 51st an- 
nual Field Trials of the National 
Beagle Club. Eleven’ well-known 
packs contested for the coveted field 
awards this fall. 

Bayard Tuckerman, Jr., joint- 
master of the Quansett Hounds and 
honorary whip for the Myopia Hunt, 
of Hamilton, Mass., and Carl Shear- 
er of Valley Cottage, N. Y., who 
judged the Gladstone Pack Trials 
in 1937 and °38, did the judging. 
During the afternoon of the first 
day competition at Institute Farm, 
Mr. Shearer suffered a badly bruis- 
ed leg in a fall which he received 
when his saddle girth broke, and so 
John W. Scott, master of the Bohe- 
mia River Beagles, of Earleville, 
Md., and chairman of the National 
Field Trial committee, assisted Mr. 
Tuckerman with the judging of the 
four couple packs, the _ following 
day. Mr. Shearer was back in the 
field on Saturday to consider the 
respective merits of the eight couple 
entries. 

Throughout the first two days of 
the Trials, a cold north wind con- 
tinuously swept across the rolling 
Virginia countryside, and the mer- 
cury ranged in the _ forties. The 
ground was always dry and, al- 
though scenting improved on Satur- 
day when the wind subsided and the 
strong rays of the late autumn sun 
brought a sharp rise in the tempera- 
ture, scenting conditions were gen- 
erally poor. Because of the extreme- 
ly catchy scent, the enthusiastic 
gallery, witnessed some really out- 
standing hound work. The National's 
famed running grounds were greatly 
improved this year. carly in the 
spring, Institute Farm had been 
burnt off and thoroughout the sum- 
mer months a large herd of beef 
steers had been run over the rolling 
property. As a result hounds could 
be more readily seen at their work. 
Because of large restocking, game 
was more plentiful than in 1939. 


The Trials got 
Thursday morning with the running 
of the 13-inch two couple packs for 
the Foxcatcher Cup. Four close 
working hounds, Tapster, Matidor, 
Nameless, and Nanuette from the 
Readington Foot pack defeated Tre- 
weryn, the 1938 winners, and Fox- 
catcher. who were judged best last 
year. The hard working Readington 
Hounds were put on their first rab- 
bit in the long, thick gully north of 
the Institute where picking was 
toughest through the briars and over 
the dry, dead leaves. The pack was 
never able to own this line. John K. 
Cowperthwaite lifted his hounds to 
the view of a second cottontail. The 
four 13-inchers worked beautifully 
close as they carried the line in a 
large circle away up a hill, over an 
old stone wall, and back down the 
hill along a sandy, dry washout 
Sach hound did his equal share of 
picking the faint line. Four close 
working Treweryn bitches showed a 
good hunt on a twisting rabbit up 
and down a stone wall and around 
the gallery on high open ground 
where the strong wind scattered 


under way early 


scent. The Treweryn pack did con- 
sistent work under very unfavorable 
conditions and, without any assis- 
tance, showed their capable ability 
when they worked out a sharp dou- 
ble of the intricate trail. The Fox- 
catcher pack No. 1 showed their 
good noses when they picked the 
line of their quarry back and forth 
across a dry, dusty road, After a 
loss was encountered, Mrs. William 
du Pont’s hounds drove a_ second 
rabbit away down wind out of Insti- 
tute Farm into the open. They were 
taken up running. Sir-Sister, the re- 
serve ribbon winners, did some ex- 
cellent work on two rabbits but en- 
countered bad losses. 

The judging of the 15-inch two 
couple packs for the Wheatley 
Frantic Cup got started Thursday 
afternoon and continued throughout 
Friday morning. Fourteen packs 
ran making this two couple class 
the largest of the Pack Stakes. Tre- 
weryn proved their great ability in 
the field to win this large event for 
the third successive year. Of the two 
packs entered and hunted in_ this 
class by David B. Sharp, Jr., both 
were placed in the ribbons. Pack 
No. 1, Imp. Haig’s Tripper, Mercury, 
Monitor and Furrier, were the last 
pack down in dusk of late Thursday 
afternoon. Hounds picked up a line 
and did some beautiful slow trail- 
ing, finally working up to their rab- 
bit. Always right together, hounds 
drove away and, running from sight 
to scent, hunted on to ae check. 
After a loss of some moments, Trip- 
per who did outstanding work throu- 
ghout, picked up the line, and, fol- 
lowing the faint, twisting course of 
their quarry, the pack once more 
worked up to their rabbit. With 
great cry away they sped on a driv- 
ing sight chase and run to earth. No 
other pack was able to surpass this 
Treweryn performance. 


Twelve four couple packs 
run for the Somerset Challenge Cup 
on Friday afternoon and Saturday 
morning Friday's running took 
place on Capt. Iselin’s Farm in the 
Orange County hunting 
Working under probably the tough- 
est scenting conditions of the entire 
trials when the chill winter wind 
swept across the dry, overcast coun- 
tryside late Friday afternoon, Capt. 
Iselin’s Wolver Hounds _ repeated 
their 1938 victory with a perfect 
hunt, one which Chetwood Smith, 
who has judged several National 
Pack Trials, said could fairly be 
scored 100 per cent. Against most 
adverse conditions the Wolver pack 
worked out two large and intricate 
circles without any help whatsoever.

Late Saturday morning the long 
anticipated event of the Trials, the 
judging of the eight couple packs 
for the coveted Watchman Cup, got 
under way. Of the six packs to take 
the field with the hunt staffs smart- 
ly turned out in full hunting attire, 
Treweryn, the winners of the eight 
couple trophy for the past three suc- 
cessive years, were the first pack 
down. In the heat of the noon day 
sun across the dry Institute fields, 
the Treweryn hounds scored a very 
high mark with long, consistent, 
close driving and pack work of the 
highest quality. David B. Sharp, 
Jr’s great 13-inch subscription pack 
stood to win their fourth straight 
leg on the Watchman Cup until Fox- 
catcher went down under judgment 
late in the afternoon. With a beauti- 
ful straight away hunt, the Fox- 
eatcher hounds excelled the  Tre- 


weryn drive to win this closely con- 
tested blue. It may fairly be said 
that the Readington Foot Beagles 
won the third place award in spite 
of their hunt staff. The Readington 
pack. the first to go down in the 


afternoon, lost one rabbit, accounted 
for two others and were finally tak- 
en up running a fourth. Hounds did 
some very good work under’ too 
much strict discipline. In an effort 
to keep every hound just where he 
should be at every moment, the 
whips pushed the pack well over the 
line several times 


For the past five years the Nat- 
ional Beagle Club has been holding 
special stakes for 13 and 15-inch 
hounds, which have run in the re- 
gular pack classes, 
ing permitted to enter and handle 
but two hounds in each stake. All 
hounds are put down, with numbers 
painted on their backs, and hunted 
as a pack, with the offenders being 
picked up until it is possible to de- 
termine the four high hounds. All 
day Sunday was given over to these 
two Special Stakes, Ten 13-inch 
hounds, entered by seven packs con- 
tested 13-inch honors in the morn- 
ing. After hounds had been down 
under judgment for three hours and 
twenty minutes, during which time 
many cottontails and one grey fox 
had been hunted, the awards were 
finally made. Capt. C. Oliver Iselin 
seored double honors in this event 
for he had bred both the 1st and 
2nd ribbon winners. Foxcatcher 
Truthful, by James W. Appleton’s 
Waldingfield Ragman out of Wol- 
ver Tango, showed a lot of drive and 
picked many checks to defeat the 
close working Wolver Mariner, by 
the same Waldingfield sire. The 
third place winner, Vernon-Somer- 
set Marigold, showed her great con- 
sistency by placing in this stake for 
the third straight year.

Chapter XIII gives 
an account of the Piedmont Fox 
Hounds (1840) and Chapter XVI of 
the Rose Tree Fox Hunting Club 
(1859) based chiefly on George RB. 
Darlington’s history published in 
Philadelphia ip 1901. Hunting on 
foot and at night, particularly in the 
deep South, is well handled in Chap- 
ter XIV.

In these days foxhunting is carried on,—if it is carried on at all,—for 
“business purposes”, and the tally is a very important, perhaps the most im- 
portant, part of the day’s work. The men who are in charge of many of the 
local packs are old men, like the writer, who have been at the game for many 
years, and who perhaps have seen their best days. Such men aren’t wanted 
by the War Office, although most of them are doing their bit in that organi- 
zation known as the Home Guard, which the Nazi press have honoured by 
threatening to treat as “franc-tireurs,” and given short shifts, if they are 
caught when the much-advertised invasion of England takes place. Not 
many days ago, a certain pack, which shall be nameless for reasons which 
must be self-evident, met one morning near a hamlet which is half hidden 
in a little valley not far from the seacoast of England, where, in happier 
days, one was wont to watch famous yachts from overseas racing against the 
best England could produce. I never attend a meet amid the thatched cot- 
tages that cluster around the Manor without recalling one really great day 
when we hunted over the neighbouring hills behind one of the best Provincial 
packs in England; and I shall always recall the gay throng of scarlet-coated 
followers, who rode behind the Master-Huntsman who is now away on active 
service, doing his best to defend the land which we all love. 

The Fields are small in these days,—-as I have said, hounds are out for 
business purposes,—but I think, if it had been given to us to see the game 
we should be hunting before the day was out, there would have been more 
people on hand to greet the Huntsman when he rode up with fifteen and a 
half couple of hounds, looking fit and ready to run for their lives, despite the 
wartime rations which prevail in the kennels. Three ladies there were, and 
half a dozen children on shaggy ponies, and four old men who turned out 
more to help the Hunt Staff than for any hope of getting sport,—though none 
of us are averse to a gallop, if by any chance, hounds get away and run. The 
owner of the Manor was away on duty, but his wife was out and a couple of 
youngsters, and they guided the Huntsman to a nearby covert, where, they 
assured him, he would find without delay “for,’”’ said they, ‘‘he has taken 
seven of mother’s fowls in broad daylight, and the feathers are all outside 
the mouth of his earth; but we stopped him out last night,— William was up 
at three o’clock,—so he must be about.” 

He was ‘‘about’’. Hounds found in short order and the marauder, who 
was surfeited with his night’s plunder, was killed as he slept in the nearby 
gorses. That was the first fox that morning, and the next one,—a cub, from 
all appearances,—-who had not yet learnt the way to take care of himself 
when hounds were about,—yielded his brush after a short burst. Our luck 
seemed to have ended there, fer, although hounds found another cub, he was 
made of sterner stuff, or else he was wiser, and they were never able to stick 
to his line after he left the gorse patch which sheltered him. We had met 
at eight o’clock, and scent, which had been excellent for the first hour, seem- 
ed to vanish as the sun mounted higher and warmed the atmosphere. Hounds 
began to get a bit slack, and two or three farmers who had joined us, and 
who had work to do, were turning back, when suddenly, away to the South, 
we heard a faint hum which grew and grew until it filled the air and seemed 
to far exceed the usual familiar drone of the war-planes to which we are all 
accustomed in these days. We listened, and from the direction of the sea, 
we heard the sound of distant firing; and then, through a gap in the clouds, 
we caught a glimpse of the raiders far, far up, flying in a perfect formation, 
with their attendant squad of fighters above them. As we looked, we saw 
the British fighters from the nearby aerodrome coming after them; saw the 
white puffs from the shells of the anti-aircraft batteries stationed on the hills 
about us, and saw one plane suddenly burst into a blinding flash of light, 
as some missle struck his bomb-rack and exploded the bombs which he had 
hoped to drop on the good people of England. Out from the flash appeared 
an empty parachute, which drifted slowly off in the faint breeze. The battle 
moved a little toward the North but continued flercely, and one could see the 
British planes weaving in and out among their more numerous, but appar- 
ently less easily manoeuvered enemies. 

Hounds were working diligently in the gorses, but save the Huntsman and 
Whipper-in, no one was paying much attention to them. Suddenly, we saw 
a Nazi plane stagger and drop toward the earth, apparently directly above 
us. It turned over and over as it fell and crashed in a field about half a mile 
off. We watched it fascinated, and saw it strike the earth and scatter into 
a thousand pieces; and as we watched, we became aware that there was a 
parachute coming down close beside the spot where it had struck. The 
Huntsman saw it too; ceased hunting hounds; and taking his horse by the 
head, rode straight at the intervening fence, toward the spot where the 
parachute looked like coming to earth. It was a big fence, but his horse 
seemed to realize the importance of negotiating it safely, and sailed over 

without any hesitation. Halfway across the next field was a member of the 
local Home Guard, making the best time he could toward the fallen German, 
who was disentangling himself from his parachute. Our Huntsman galloped 
up to the running man: ‘‘Give me your rifle, Bill,’’ he said, ‘“‘I can get there 
quicker than you can,’’—he held out his hand. The man handed him the 
rifle without hesitation, and the Huntsman let out a yell and rode straight 
at the German. 

I shall always wonder what that Boche airman thought when he saw a 
scarlet-coated ‘‘cavalryman”’ riding at him full tilt yelling like a Comanche 
Indian. Hounds had got their heads up at the ‘View Halloa’”’ and came 
piling over the wall behind. It must have been a queer sight. I wonder 
what he thought; but I know what he did. Up went his hands high above 
his head, and when the other members of the Home Guard and the Field 
came up, there sat our Huntsman with his captured airman quite subdued. 
The Home Guard made him prisoner and took him off to the nearest farm- 


house, whence he was conveyed to Police Headquarters at the County Town, 
some ten miles away, by the wife of a distinguished general, who was in the 
field that day,—on his feet. Our Huntsman went on, and presently hounds 
killed another cub, and so he was able to say to a villager who asked him 
what he had caught that morning: 

‘‘A leash of cubs, Jim,—and a Hun.”

Two Men on Scent 

Scent is always an incomparable 
mystery upon which no two men 
seem able to agree. During an even- 
ing spent with that well known mas- 
ter of harriers, Edward W. Clucas 
of Bedminster, New Jersey, and 
John Bowditch of Wilmington the 
question of scent rose. Both men 
have been hunting with hounds all 
of their lives and both know what 
they are talking about when it 
comes to scent. The day had been a 
cold one, growing colder steadily, a 
northwest wind and moisture in 
the ground Said Mr. Clucas, “It 
was an impossible day for scent. The 
temperature of the ground and the 
air were too far apart. For good 
scenting the two temperatures must 
be approxmac.ng.”’ Mr. Clucas hunt- 
ed beagles for 25 years before he 
took t. a horse at the age of 52. He 
is one of the best hound men in the 
country. Said Mr. Bowditch, “A day 
growing steadily colder, with a 
warm ground and scent rising into 
the colder air is the hest kind of a 
day for scent. The difference in the 
two temperatures aids scenting.’’ 
And so the controversy goes and 
none has yet been able to explain 
away the mysteries that on one day 
make ideal conditions and on anoth- 
er day with apparently the same 
conditions provides nothing.
